The total amount collected from ads by 
the TRAIL BLAZER STAFF for the year 
1947, up to and including November 17, 
1947, was $2,452.41. The expenditures for 
printing, mailing, art work, and cuts totaled 
$2,204.26. This left a balance of $248.15. De- 
linquent accounts in the amount of $789.46 
were billed again on November Ist, with 
the request that payment be made before 
the end of the year. The balance of $248.15 
on hand November 17th, plus accounts re- 
ceivable in the amount of $789.46 totals 
$1,037.61. 

The 1947 TRAIL BLAZER STAFF made 
every effort to continue the publication of 
the TRAIL BLAZER on a self-supporting 
basis. Staff meetings were held during the 
year to discuss ideas concerning the growth 
and development of the magazine. Soon 
after the first of the year, Blanche Paul, 
the Editor, with the assistance of her fine 
group of reporters, received more monthly 
news than could be printed in the twelve 
pages of the magazine.

“IN DEFENSE OF YOUR 
HORSE SHOW MANAGEMENT” 


(Series II, During and After.) 

In putting on a show the management is governed 
by several factors: to present a Classification List 
fair and interesting to the exhibitor and to produce 
a show entertaining to the audience. Hoping, of 
course, to have an audience! 

The East Bay Horse Show was patterned after 
the above with earnest intent. However, disturbing 
incidents do present themselves spite of all effort. 
Without any warning whatever, opening of the 
show found one judge missing. Lonnie McNally is 
to be commended for taking on the Western Classes 
as he did in this emergency. Several other “prom- 
ised-to-be-theres” also joined the absentees. This 
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caused some delay and confusion at the gate but 
the show went on! 

Some unpleasantness resulted from exhibitors 
who entered incorrectly either because they failed 
to read the rules with sufficient thought or because 
the rules might not have been as clear to them as 
to the one who wrote them. Let us assume there 
was some ambiguity in classification of the Western 
Pleasure Class for which I apologize. However, it was 
classified for non-winners and there was an honest 
attempt to restrict entries—some horses were reclas- 
sified. possibly some, not eligible, were left in. 
However, please believe if such happened it was 


-entirely unintentional. 


It was quite evident the Western Pleasure caused 
considerable disturbance which only to-day was 
cleared. The Judge’s Card awarded first place to 
No. 63 Gypsy Vagabond owned by Rhea Ludolph. 
Thru error No. 63 was entered in another class 
but shown in Pleasure. However Gypsy Vagabond, 
though entered on the program did not show but 
was substituted for by Mucha Grande, a young 
pinto of similar type but a non winner. This in- 
cident brings out several points that are listed for 
benefit of exhibitors, public opinion, and the man- 
agement: 

1. Exhibitors should be more careful to inform 
themselves of rules of the show. 

. Management should be informed of any sub- 
stitution of entry. 

3. The ring clerk, should check entries of each 
class to avoid possible question of eligibility. 

4. Public expression of disfavor is unfortunate. 
The judge has a tough job and does the best he 
- If we enter a show, we should accept his de- 
cision. 

5. The management may make mistakes but 
does not set out “to jip” anyone. That would be 
poor judgement. 

6. Make complaints direct to the management 
and not over the fence. 

A successful horse show requires the support of 
the community and good will among all.
